THE GODS AND THE WEATHER

floods, and,‘in the Punjab to hurt the wheat 
crop, which promised, to. bea rédord ono alike’ 
in yibld andin price, Elvorywhoro olso, the rain, 
has -boen o blessing, for water’ supplies were 
already getting. dangeroudly low and the land 
wus dying of drought, Now tho ‘springs aro 
replenished, the grass sprouts for the half starved 
cattle, and the crops may be saved. But the rain 
is not the light fitful rain of April;..It isas though 
we had found ourselves in August, in the midst 
of thé monsoon. The reason for this is stated” 
by the meteorological peoplo: to‘ be the. lato 

vance from the. Central Asian high lands of 
thd cold weather depression, It. ought to have 
come down fire months or go ago but evidently 
atopped ‘to help in tho Persian revolution. 
There. is one man at least, however, who does 
not share this opinion. This is Pandit Dova 
Datts - Noth, -A gnihotri,of—Gaya—and-other 
places.

Yug- was going to bo 
also an era of deadly drought, and the land 
would wither and perish, unless particular peti- 
tions were made, The Pandit was very serious, 
and reprosented the matter to the varioux local 
Governments and to the Lmperial Government. | 
He offered to organise a corps of powerfully 
prayerfal pondits headed by. himself, whose 
businesa it would be to offer invocation sul avert 
misfortane, if Government would: sco its way 
to plaging thom on the regular Establishment. 
Thare were, he maintained Pailres und Bara Lat 
Padres, so. why not Pandits and ‘a Bura Lat 
Pandit?’ He fancied ‘that these. last would 
be likely to be the more useful body, since it is 
natural tlat the gods of India would be less 
perfectly acquainted with foreign priests than 
‘with native pandits, _He himgelf .was ou parti- 
cularly good terms with the Powerful: Ones.and | 
a prophet and weather prodnear of approved 
ability. His.complaint was that the authorities 
refnsed to take him sorioualy and fritterod away
